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HARMONIC 695, A REVIEW 
THE CURVILINEAR PHILOSOPHY OF BRUCE CATHIE

Captain Bruce Cathie's book "Harmonic 695" is the only 
book to come out with anything new in the Flying Saucer field 
in the last ten or fifteen years. This is why it deserves 
our consideration. He is a pilot for New Zealand Airlines. 

I have been interested in Flying Saucer research since 1950, 
when I read the articles on the subject in "True" magazine 
by Major Donald Keyhoe. I gave my first public lecture on 
the subject in Honolulu, Hawaii in 1954. 


One of the complaints of the public interested in this 
subject is that there isn't anything new. All we get is re- 
ports of sightings, from all over the worlds and no govern- 
ment will admit their reality; but the elusive visitors were 
real enough to this commercial airlines pilot when he saw 
them in the early 1960s. He decided to plot the sighting 
locations on a map of the North and South islands of New 
Zealand. 


To his surprise, he found that multiple sightings could 
be connected up by straight lines! This was the beginning 
of his world grid system. There were reports from others of 
UFO sightings in the New Zealand area as time went on. Proof 
of the correctness of his theory came when these later sight- 
ings occurred along the lines he had already drawn on his map. 
So in 1968 he published his first book, “Harmonic 33", 


In this first book he advanced the opinion that the Grid 
had been constructed -- or at least was known -- to ancient 
Civilizations as well as to visitors from outer space, that 
it had been partially destroyed by catastrophe, and that it 
was in the process of being reconstructed by the ETs (extra- 
terrestrials). Cathie is also of the opinion that a certain 
group of elite scientists are cooperating with the ETs in 
this highly secret enterprise. 

As a’result of publishing the book he began to get in- 
quiries and information from interested people from all over 
the world, most of it favorable. It was something of a let- 
down for him to learn that his discovery of the Grid was al- 
ready known and had been known to this secret group for years! 


Cathie makes another claim which is even more staggering 
-- and I have no way of proving it, of course -- that an atomic 
bomb will not go off just any time, any place. The explosion 
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must be planned well ahead of 
time,: using Grid coordinates for 


time and location. He proved 
this by predicting the dates and 
the times of the first atomic 
tests the French made at Mururoa 
atoll in the South Pacific back 
in 1968.

In the early part of the 
book he quotes Pauwels and Ber- a 
gier -- and I suppose some of _|A 
you have read their "Dawn of the 
Magicians" -- in which they say 
"it isn't necessary to believe 
everything, but it is necessary 
to look at everything. After 
you look you can decide whether 
or not you want to believe", 
That's the basis of our presen- 
tation tonight. This includes 
looking at the pattern of inter- 
locking grid lines ‘encircling - 
the earth. Cathie claims that 
these are power lines as well as lines for navigation by the ETs. 
He believes that earth scientists are learning now how to tap 
these lines for energy and make use of it.

The implications of all this have of course. been a tremen- 
dous shock to controlling establishments here on earth, all 
built on the fallacious assumption that this is the only inhabi- 
ted planet in the universe. This is simply nottrue. We in 
Borderland Sciences Research have known this since 1954. I have 
here a copy of a letter written to our former Director and Foun- 
der, Meade Layne, and received at our San Diego office April 16, 
1954~ It was written by Gerald Light. He had just returned to 
Los Angeles from Edwards Air Force Base on Muroc Dry Lake up on 
the high desert, where there were landed Flying Saucers, 


"T made the journey to Edwards AFB with Franklin Allen of 
the Hearst papers, Edward Nourse of the Brookings Institute, 
and Bishop McIntyre of the Los Angeles Diocese. When we were 
allowed to enter the restricted section after about six hours 
of checking our credentials, there was a distinctive feeling 
of the world coming to an end with fantastic realism; for I 
have never seen so many human beings in a state of complete 
collapse and confusion. They realized that their own world 
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had ended with such finality. The reality of Flying Saucers 
has now been forever removed from the realm of speculation 

and made a part of the consciousneBs of every sctentific and 
political group. During my two-day visit to Edwards I saw 
five distinctive type of aircraft, being studied ‘and handled 
by our Air Force officials, with the permission and assistance 
of the Etherians. I have no words to express my reactions." 


CATHIE AGREES WITH GERALD LIGHT 


Now, I dont know if Bruce Cathie knows anything about our 
material or has ever read it. But in New Zealand in this book 
he writes that when the scientists here on earth realized the 
existence of the Grid and the reality of the UFOs, they went 
into a state of shock, two discoveries of the late 1940s or 
early 1950s affecting all science and industry. 


"Why wasn't that information given out?" We were asked 
by a member of the audience. 


"This letter from Gerald Light?" 

"Yes." 

"We published it in our literature." 
"Weren't there any reporters there?" 

"Yes, Franklin Allen, of the Hearst papers." 


Our Director, Meade Layne, published a special paper with 
Light's information. I got a copy of it in Honolulu. Then later 
he published Light's letter in our Round Robin Journal, probably':: 
the only place that it did see print. 


Cathie says he feels that Einstein's famous equation on 
the Unified Field theory is one way of getting into this Grid 
and explaining its functions from a mathematical point of view. 
I wont get into that very much because I'm not a mathématician 
but &@ philosopher. Anyhow, most of you. would be bored to 
death. If you want to study his math I suggest you get a copy 
of Cathie's book. 


THE PHILADELPHIA EXPERIMENT OF 1943 


This is mentioned in "Harmonic 695" but Cathie places the 
famous experiment out in the Pacific, rather than Philadelphia 
where I believe it took place in mid-summer or fall of that 
year, It was a dramatic demonstration of Einstein's Unified 
Field theory. A destroyer escort was caused to disappear and 
reappear, along with its crew. There were brief mentions in 
"Life" magazine and in the science section of a Sunday edition 
of the New York "World Telegram", that the U.S. Navy had found 
a new way of camouflaging its ships. The experiment was drop- 
ped because of the disastrous side effects on members of the 
crew. There would be spontaneous disappearances and reappear- 
ences after the crew came ashore. This would be a vreat shock 
to them and to people who were with them. : 


I believe the man who was in charge of the project, Town- 
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send Brown, suffered a nervous breakdown, was fhospitalized 

for six months, and was discharged from the Navy. Was his 
subsequent menory loss of the incident due to illness or to 
post hypnotic suggestion? Mat and demat suggests Free Energy, 
a subject which is anathema to the nuclear, petroleum and 
electric power industries, and to Wall Street, with billions 
of dollars invested in then. : 


DEGAUSSING THE KEY TO DEMATERIALIZATION? 


Brown was the head of the Navy's Degaussing center there 
at the Philadelphia Wavy Yard. Coils of wire are placed around 
a metal ship. iligh energy generators sre turned on and the ship. 
is demagnetized so it will not attract msgnetic mines. Brown 
had been interested in anti-gravity theories and devices since 
highschool days. Here he had a Navy department, equipment and 
men with which to experiment. Why not make a practical demon- 
stration of the Unified Field equation, and invite Einstein? 
After all, the great theoretical physicist was only a few miles . 
away, near Princeton University. 


Capt. Cathie's contribution to this theory of the inter- 
changeability of matter and eneryy is to double the speed of 
light in Einstein's equation, make it 2C, from 186,000 miles 
a second to 372,000 mps. That's his equation for anti-zgravity, 
and it fits into the rest of his math relating the speed of 
light to the Grid system. But he hasn't built any Flying Sau- 
cers yet, nor does he intend to. 


I wouldn't want: to be the first man to build a Flying 
Saucer, here in the United States or anywhere else in the world. 
I wouldn't be allowed to keep it and I would be taken into pro- 
tective custody -- if not killed outright. 


This is the most dangerous thing one can get into in the 
world today. If you create any radical, new, cheap, universally | 
available source of power and try to patent it or publish your 
findings, you are committing suicide. 


"That aboutNikola Tesla?" observed a listener. "He broad- 
cast energy from his transmitter there on Long Island and lit 
a bank of incandescent bulbs twenty-six miles away." 


"Yes, but J.P. Morgan, Sr., pulled the financial rug out 
from under Tesla, blocking any further development along that 
line. He also threatened other Wall Street financiers: 'If 
you back Tesla, I'll ruin you!!"® 


At that time in the history of the United States, the early 
1900s, Morgan and his partners envisioned a mighty empire of 
power-generating stations with millions of power poles and thou- 
sands of miles of copper wire, producing hundreds of millions of 
dollars in profits. To them Tesla's idea of giving power freely 
to the public was the height of insanity. The discoverer of the 
alternating current and of free energy became a non-person. 


Anyhow, Cathie's Grid system was completed in 1965 and he 
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published his book in 1968. Four sightings inel1967 con- 
firmed the Grid. They were at Hawke Bay on the. Fastern

Auckland area was informed 
by by Ground Radar that it 
had picked up a UFO. The

he got close to where the 

blips showed on the radar, 
the blips disappeared. 


Cathie got hold of 
the technical data from 
the radar operators and 
found that there were two 
UFOs, spacedut 15 and 30 
nautical miles apart, 
and that they were on one 
of his north-south grid 
lines. His conclusion is 
that there was some pro- 
ject afoot concerning the 
Grid system, and that 
earth scientists were co- 
operating with the aliens 
when the approaching Vis- 
count caused the UFOs to 
disappear completely. 
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There was a slow mo- 
ving UFO picked up off the’ 
west coast of New Zealand 
in 1968. This time a NZ Airforce plane, an Orion, was vectored 
toward the UFO. When the plane got within a couple of miles of 
it, the forward-seeking radar in the nose of the plane locked 
on to the UFO and the automatic pilot took over, yet the pilot 
could not see a physical object in the sky ahead of him. Then 
the UFO headed down toward the ocean. If the pilot hadn't taken 
the plane off automatic it would have flown right into the water! 
The pilot said he did see a swirl of water there on the surface 
where the non-visible UFO apparently entered. This is confirma- 
tion of the reality of Flying Saucers. It also verifies what 
we have learned from other sources, that some UFOs are as cap- 
able of operating in our oceans as they are in outer space, of 
passing easily from one density to another. 
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THE HARMONIC VALUES OF ATOMIC FISSION 


The French testing of atomic weapons at the atoll in the 
South Pacific at Mururoa was of interest to Bruce Cathie. 
After all, the atoll is only 800 miles from New Zealand. 

He was far enough along with his curvilinear philosophy to 
realize that atomic fission was a practical demonstration 
of Einstein's Unifed Field theory about the interchange- 
ability of energy and matter. Equally important was his 
discovery that the predictability of an atomic explosion 
was dependent on Grid coordinates, in relation to the ele- 
vation of the sun. 


His discovery of this highly secret fact was no acci- 
dent. I believe that the Guardians of mankind knew that 
this information should be released to the public. After 
all, it had been acquired with the expenditure of tax payers' 
money! The Secret Few who control this kind of information 
have the arrogant conceit that the public has no right to 
know what is going on, at public expense. They are utterly 
ruthless in their worldwide operations.

These fates were passed 
on to the heads of other departments in the New Zealand govern- 
ment, as shown in the photo reproduction on page six, and they . 
made Capt. Bruce Cathie a prophet with honor. One of the tests - 
was within 34 hours of the time he gave for that date. So with 
this he earned the attention, the interest and the protection 
of his government. His leaders wanted him to continue what he 
was doing in spite of the nuclear powers. There are no nuclear 
power plants in that country. 


FREE ENERGY IS FORBIDDEN 


Why this opposition to dissemination of knowledge about 
the world Grid system? Because it represents Free Energy! 
This atmospheric energy is as freely available in poor Third 
World countries as it is in America. Flying Saucers seen 
everywhere are proof of that. Their presence is a constant 
reminder that there are other sources of energy besides oil 
and nuclear power. These polluting substances will gradually 
become obsolete when knowledge and use of the Grid system be- 
comes universal. 


Then one day Cathie was approached by a fellow pilot of 
NZ's Friendship Fleet. "You know I've been seeing some funny 
looking antennas on certain houses here in Auckland. I wonder 
if they have anything to do with your Grid system?" 


Cathie couldn't believe the guy at first. At this time 
he didn't believe many knew about it -=- except those who had 
read his first book. The way the pilot described it they 
seemed to be ordinary ham radio antennas, yet they also re- 
sembled the polar grid pattern of his map, a central focus 
with arms radiating outward to resemble a box-like figure. 
The antennas made a box-like figure about nine feet square on 
top of a thirty foot mast. 


So from the pilot he got the location of the unusual an- 
tenna which had excited the man's attention. When he got home 
he took out his grid map of Auckland and found to his surprise 
that it was on a grid line. It occurred to him then that if 
other similar antennas could be found in the Auckland area, 
on grid lines, someone else already knew about the grid and 
was using it! His heart fell a mile. His great discovery was 
not original with him after all. Some electronics experts in 
the @rea knew more about the grid than he did. 


He obtained a copy of the NZ Ham Radio Log put out by the 
NZ version of our Federal Communications Commission, and found 
that that ham station had been in that iocation for years! 


Once aware of this he looked for other ham antennas, 
found them, verified their locations on his grid lines, and 
provéd to himself that his theories were no longer that, but 
fact&S, known to large numbers of people for a long time. He 
also then knew that controlled experiments were being carried 
out. He realized that the crossing points on his grid were 
critical, that these would be the obvious locations for radio 
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antennas and other listening de- 
vices. So he identified several 
crossing points on a detailed map 
of Auckland and set out with a 
friend one evening to the first 
location pinpointed on his map. 
Sure enough, there was a ham an- 
tenna on the roof.of the house. 
It was within a hundred feet of 
the grid location he had marked. 


He did locate several more 

at critical grid crossing points, 
though he is honest enough to ad- 
mit that not all the points he had 
marked were sites for antennas on 

snc nearby houses. But he also believes 
Captain Bruce Cathie was born in 1930 the grid surveillance system is not 
complete yet; so he is keeping an eye on them to see if nore .., 
antennas will be added to the secret American system -- which 
may be totally automatic and not under the control of a ham 
radio operator. 


"Has Cathie contacted any of’.the residents?" asked a 
listener. 


"He doesn't say that he has. They wouldn't admit it any- 
how, would they?" replied Crabb. "Of course he followed his 
rule of letting the New Zealand jgovernment know of his disco- 
veries. To his disappointment, he discovered that his own 
government apparently didn't know the real reason for the lo- 
cation and possible use of the antennas." 


Disappointing to us too, isn't it? To learn of the clan- 
destine operations of some American agency, possibly the CIA, 
in a foreign country and outside the law. This is one reason 
why he has cooperation from on high in his own country and why 
he is protected -- not spirited away. He has spread his basic 
information pretty widely. Foreign journalists have been 
given the names of people who have called Cathie and threatened 
him with punitive action for exposing this great secret, and 
letting the world. know that there were these special grid an- 
tennas in Australia, France, in America. 


Some of these antennas have a special box-like shape. 
Some have highly polished spheres that are so bright that 
Cathie, knowing their location on the ground, has seen then 
from fifteen miles away in the air. He wonders if their 
polished. surfaces are augmented by some kind of radiant en- 
ergy coming out of then. 


NO ACCIDENTAL RECEPTION FROM A UFO 


Cathie was put in touch with a knowledgeable American, 
head of an electronics company in Auckland. This is what he 
told Bruce about their possible use: "The needle-like, pro- 
truding elements on the ball are directional, vertical probes. 
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| In the ball a transducer or pre-ssiplifier directs ~ 
\ any signal from above down to the main antenna and 
this is relayed from one antenna tower to the next 
___. toa main base of receiver operations. This will. 
prevent any accidental reception of the signal 
From the UFO to be picked up by any, just any, 
radio in the area tha appened to be tuned to the 
right frequency. I prefer to think that the little 
ball on top of the receiver receives at a much 
higher wavelength, and then the ball's transistorized circuit, 
acting as a converter, reduces the signal to a lower frequency. 
It is then carried from one tower to another to the home receiver ~ 
station." 


THE "INVADER" FROM AMERICA 


And that home receiver station is apparently at Kauri Point 
there in Auckland harbor. It is a secret, highly fenced commun- 
ications center, closely guarded, costing millions’ of dollars 
and paid for by our taxes. Some of the antennas located by . 
Cathie on grid crossing points looked more like television sites, 
and he suspects that the system is still incomplete -- or was in 
the 1960s. When it is complete, who knows? 


Bruce is much disturbed by the secrecy in which all this 
has been developed without the public knowing it. An American 
scientist who visited him told him that the antenna network is 
not under the control of the New Zealand government. So he 
complains that a peaceful nation is being manipulated by an out- . 
Side power group controlled by no earthly government. It can 
dictate action on its own terms by applying political and econo- 
mic leverage. New Zealand could be cut off from overseas aid 
if it denies entry to foreign scientists. And the scientist 
who visited Cathie at his home said, "The public has no right 
to know what is going on." An official in the New Zealand gov- 
ernment told Cathie he would never be allowed tc publish this 
book, Harmonic 695 -- but you see this copy in my hand. He 
said to Cathie, "The group controlling these experiments is all- 
powerful. You cant possibly beat them!" And it is an American 
group -- with allies in every civilized nation. 


A group of students at Victoria University in Wellington, 
NZ heard of Cathie's radical discoveries and invited him to give 
a talk on it there. This was in 1969. By the way, the U.S. Air 
Force attache at the American embassy there was present at the 
lecture, at Cathie's invitation. He was incognito. After the 
talk was over the editor of the student newspaper came up and 
asked Cathie a question. 


"What do you know about the American base at Kauri Point?" 


"T dont know anything about an American base at Kauri 
Point," replied Bruce 


"Well, you've got it marked on your map!" and pointed to 
the marked spot where UFOs had been spotted, though at that time 
Cathie hadn't realized its significance. 
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But then a New Zealand electronics technician «'° . 
at the Kauri Point base came and talked to him. The ~an- wan. 
to know what Cathie was doing? Arfd how much he knew a:."t the 
Grid system and its potential. Before he left. he gave thi. 
warning, "Dont you know what happens to people who know too 
much?" 


Bruce was disturbed, of course, but he wasn't frightened. 
He believed that if the group, the Secret Few,.who were be- 
hind all this made an attempt on his life they would attract 
too much attention to themselves. They certainly dont want 
this Free Energy system known at present. Oil, electricity 
and nuclear power -- and the billions invested in them -- 
would become obsolete. 


THE OMEGA TRANSMITTER 


There is another mysterious American establishment at 
Woodbourne, New Zealand, down by Blenheim on the South Is- 
land. Cathie was surprised and pleased to note that this 
American AFB is just 288 degrees, nautical miles, south of 
Kauri Point. This figure is twice the value of Cathie's 
speed of light harmonic. He believes that is very signi- 
ficant as a Unified Field relationship. Also, Kauri Point 
is the apex of an isosclese triangle. The other two points 
are at Rosebank road in Auckland and the other is on Rutland 
street. Two unexplained explosions have occurred at those 
two points in Auckland. The Rutland street location was the 
site of a factory which blew up about eleven years ago. A 
disastrous experiment attempting to draw free energy out of 
the atmosphere? Or was it too successful and certain Space 
beings wanted to stop it? Evasive explanations of the dis- 
aster were given by the local authorities, but Cathie located 
a@ woman who saw a glowing object hovering above the factory 
just before the explosion.occurred. This information was not 
given out in the news reports. 


This intrepid UFO researcher continues to pass along his 
information to the Air Attache at the American Embassy in the 
natinn's capital, Wellington, as it develops; and he in turn 
gives Cathie information and encouragement. Most important, 
Bruce was told that his grid calculations were correct! He 
is aware that the Americans are stringing him along just to 
see what further discoveries he will make. You must realize 
that the Air Attache is an Intelligence officer. He is pro- 
bably an expert hypnotist, certainly a graduate in psycho- 
political warfare, a really smooth character. They all are; 
they have to be; they're the best, thoroughly dedicated to 
the Secret Few for whom they really work. 


Cathie was told about the great Flying Saucer research 
facility at Wright-Patterson AFB in Dayton, Ohio. There was 
the possibility that Cathie might visit the Base some time, 
as a guest of the U.S. Air Force, and be allowed a glimpse 
of some of the super-secret work going on there, seven days 
a week, fifty-two weeks a year; but nothing came of it. 
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Some of you here may remember the pilot, Mel Noel, who gave 
talk here at the Anderson Research Center? In*® 1966? He said 
sat -~tor Barry Goldwater -- who-vis also an officer in the Air 

“Pf? . sngerves -- put on his uniform and went to Wright-Patterson 
ARB in Ohio to see if there was a crashed Flying Saucer there, 
and the preserved bodies of the UFO occupants. When he tried to 
er ter the highly secret compound he was detained by°a non-commis- 
Sioned officer. Barry informed this man of his intent and was . 
sure he could be cleared to enter because the commanding officer 
of the Base was a friend of his. The CO was contacted and came 
to the entrance to the compound. 


"Goldwater," he said peremptorily, "this is where our friend-. 


Ship ends. Get out!" 


So, in effect, Senator Goldwater had his answer. Flying 
Saucers are real and an elite group in our government will go to 
any léngths to cover up that fact, It is even keeping this infor- 
mation from Air Force generals, if they have no "need to know", 
Cathie says the Air Attache in Wellington told him that some of 
the top scientists in the world are in the employ of the USAF 
at Wright-Patterson, trying to unravel the nysteries of space 
travel, as exemplified by the UFOs. 


THE ADVANCED DESIGN PROJECT 


For years it has been rumored in Flying Saucer circles that 
the Air Force does have a crashed UFO in its possession at Wright- 
Patterson, and has had since 1949. We do know for a fact that a 
year after the landing at Muroc, at Edwards AFB in California in 
1954, the US Air Force set up an anti-gravity research project - 
with Martin Aircraft Co., Baltimore, hiring technicians and phy- 
sicists from Europe as well as America. The head of the project 
was a brilliant young physicist, George Trimble. 


Ansel Talbert, science editor for the New York "World Tele- 
gram", wrote an article on it, quoting young Trimble: "If the 
United States government is willing to spend as much money on 
this as it did on the development of the atom bomb, the Manhattan 
Project, we will have conquered gravity." He said that in 1955. 


So my personal belief is that some elite group in the United 
States has by now built Flying Saucers and is operating them -- 
and has been since the éarly 1960s. But without official pro- 
nouncements in support of this phenomenon it takes a long, long 
time to change public thinking and create acceptance.

THE SYSTEM OF UNIVERSAL HARMONICS 


The academic world derided Cathie's 
world Grid system. They "maintained 
that the division of a circle into de- 
grees and minuts of arc was a random 
decision made by mathematicians in his- 
torical times and was therefore a purely 
arbitrary method of measure.

THE SAGE OF CROTONA 


The geometric arrangement Cathie was looking for was found in 
John Mitchell's book, "The City of Revelation"; and the revelation 
was in the legendary mathematics of the Greek philosopher of the 
Sixth Century B.C., Pythagoras. Teaching in his academy on the .. 
south coast of Sicily around 540 B.C. and explaining the "music of 
the spheres" to his pupils, Pythagoras gave the "key to the rela- 
tionship of the speed of light to the circle as the humble right- 
triangle, with sides of the ratio of 3, 4 and 5", 


Mitchell showed that "the circumference of a circle struck 
from the center of the earth and passing through the center of 
the moon would very closely measure 31, 680 miles, which is also 
the equivalent of the perimeter of the square containing the earth. 


THE REVELATION OF THE COSMIC CANON 


"Mitchell then went on to state that if the outer corner of 
the square containing the moon is joined to the corresponding 
corner of the square containing the earth, the triangle thus 
formed has sides of 2160, 2880 and 3600 miles. If divided by 
their highest common factor, 720, these numbers become 3, 4 and 5. 
He follows on to say that ‘confronted with facts such as these, ~ 
it is scarcely possible to avoid the conclusion, orthodox in 
every age but the present, that the cosmic canon, inherent in 
the solar system as in every other department of nature, was re- 


vealed.to men. It was not invented by them'," 


Cathie had already demonstrated the figure 144 is a pure 
harmonic of the speed of light in the earth's atmosphere (144, 
000 kilometers per second, or 186,000 miles per second) and half 
of 144 -- or a half wave -- is 72. "If we now apply this to the 
Pythagroean right-angled 3,4,5 triangle and extend each side in 
this ratio, then the figure will now have sides of 216, 2883 and 
360 units. The harmonic proportions thus derived are equal to:

With a flip 
of the switch he could cause the bulb to light uv, wherever he 
was, drawing energy only from the surrounding atmosphere. He 
proved that there were vortex or nodal points where vreater con- 
centrations of this free energy were available, Colorado Springs 
in 1899, Long Island, New York in 1904.

Apparently Cathie has earned the right to protection, 
not only from his own government but also from the to us in- 
visible Guardians of the planet. He does his research and 
publishes the results, not for personal glory or selfish 
gain, but for the sake of mankind.

The straight lines connecting them were called Ley Lines. Is 
this recognition of the Grid system by some long forgotten 
civilization?

The Ley Lines in Wales ran in north-south directions and 
were called Arthur in Welsh.
